Washington, D. C., April 25.—<Activi- 
ties of German citizens in obtaining 
patents from the American govern- 
ment embodying many of the princl- 
ples of American railway artillery and 
other ordnance led Secretary Weeks to 
ask congress today for legislation lim- 
iting the granting of patents to foreign- 
ers. 

The war secretary said 201 ordnance 
patents had been obtained here by Ger- 
man citizens since last July 1, and all 
transferred to a firm established by the 
late Frederick Krupp, the great ord- 
nance manufacturer at Essen. 

“It seems to me significant,” Sec- 
retary Weeks wrote to Vice President 
Coolidge, “that out of twelve patents 
selected at random, eight pertain to 
railway artillery and embody many of 
the principles of our own railway ar- 
tillery, and in view of the circum.

“The resolutions recognize that the 
constitution vests in the President ex- 
‘clusive power to make treaties, sub- 
ject to ratification by-the senate, and, 
therefore, they do not fix any of the 
terms or conditions of the treaties 
with our late enemies, but leave the 
President as free and untrammeled in 
negotiating the treaties after their 
passage as before.”

Baron Sakatani Urges 
Disarmament.

HAZARDS OF MOTHERHOOD. 
BPCOMING a ‘mother is rather 
hagardous business. In the 1918 
census office report it is stated 

. that motherhood was the cause 

of the deaths of 17,471 women in the 
registration area in that year. One out 
of 82 deaths was that of a mother who 
gave her life in her effort to discharge 
her duty to society. | 

Seventeen thousand four hundred and 
seventy-one may not seem a large num- 
ber when we think of the 75,000,000 peo- 
ple living in’ the registrgtion area, but 
when we remember that the figures only 
apply to married women of child bearing 
age, the group is seen to be smaller 
and therefore the average hasard is 
greater. But not every married woman 
of child bearing age had a baby every 
year. One group is still too large, 

An investigation made by the Metro- 
“poliian Life Insurance company showed 
there was one death of a mother for 
every 185 confinements. In other words, 
in a group of 185 women shortly to be 
confined, it could be expected that 1 
would fail to survive. The hazard be- 
gins to look larger. If 185 men contem- 
plating a trip to Panama were told that 
,according to the prevailing average 1 
of the group would die on the trip, some 
of the crowd would elect to stay at home. 

To state the-case of the danger in an- 
other way: According to the prevail- 
ing average the mother who hopes to 
bear six children may expect to lose her 
life in childbirth before she has contrib- 
uted her expected addition to the popu- 
lation.
